Borne of the bits of 
land..^rc of large size., and, &nyy anl 
uinK, Ithccts and veg^fcjt-iAj; i'V^u at 
times including treeg^tfe roots of 
which -serve, to hold" the land intact 
while their branches and leaves sene 
as sail!, for the wind. General!., the 
waves break up these islands shortly 
after they put to sea, but sometimes, 
under favorable condilidus, thtj travel 
long distance1.. 


The longei-t \oyagc of a flouting is- 


land, according to government records, 
took place In 189S. This island was. 
first seen ofi Florida, and apparently it 
bad an area of two acres, it bore no 
trees, but it was thickly covered with 
bushes, and in one place it was thirty 
feet high above the sea level. It 
in the sulf stream, traveling blowly 
uud 'uith occasional undulations to 
show where the ground swell was 
working beneath it.
